Admission. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Arts  Course,  or  to  the 
Science  Course,  a  student  looking  forward  to  a  degree 
must  have  completed  a  High  School  Course  of  at  least 
three  years,  and  must  satisfy  the  requirements  as  to  schol- 
arship by  passing  the  regular  Matriculation  Examination, 
or  by  presenting  satisfactory  certificates  of  having  passed 
equivalent  examinations  in  some  recognized  High  School 
or  Academy.  Applicants  for  admission  must  present  a 
certificate  of  good  moral  character  from  some  respons- 
sible  person. 

University  Buildings. 

Besides  the  main  building  which  contains  dining 
halls,  class  rooms,  and  accommodation  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  students,  there  is  Mockler  Hall  Dormitory. 
Every  student  can  have  a  private  room  if  he  so  desires. 
Other  buildings  are  the  McNeil  Science  Hall,  the  Somers 
Chapel  for  University  students,  a  library  and  a  gym- 
nasium. All  these  buildings  are  in  brick,  steel  and  con- 
crete, and  are  built  on  the  latest  and  most  up-to-date  plans.

KELTIC. 

Keltic  literature  (including  the  Gaelic  Language).  This  course 
includes  regular  class  work  in  the  Gaelic  language,  and  lectures  on 
the  history,  customs  and  literature  of  the  Keltic  race.  With  the  per- 
mission of  the  Director  of  Studies,  it  may  be  taken  as  one  of  the  elec- 
tives  of  the  second,  third,  or  fourth  year  of  the  Arts  Course  by  any 
student  who  has  regularly  attended  the  class  and  lectures  for  one 
term  in  a  previous  year,  and  passed  satisfactory  examinations  there- 
on and  who  attends  the  class,  lectures,  and  examinations  in  one  term 
of  the  year  in  which  he  offers  the  subject  as  an  elective. 

PHILOSOPHY. 


This  course  embraces  Dialectics  and  Critics.  The  operations 
of  the  mind  are  studied  in  detail.  Syllogistic  reasoning  is  carefully 
examined,  and  the  logical  force  of  Induction  ascertained.  The  Meth- 
ods of  Induction,  elaborated  by  John  Stuart  Mill,  are  discussed. 
Special  stress  is  laid  on  the  doctrine  of  "the  Universals,"  particularly 
their  relation  to  extramental  realities.  The  nature  of  Truth  and  Cer- 
titude the  primary  laws  of  thought,  and  the  ultimate  source  of  cog- 
nition are  analysed.  The  universal  criterion  of  truth  is  determined; 
the  Scholastic  view  of  it  is  explained  and  contrasted  with  views  held 
by  others,  notably  Sir  William  Hamilton.     (5  hours  a  week). 

2. 
Ontology — Here  the  Thomistic  Philosophy  is  closely  followed. 

Natural  Philosophy — The  peripatetic  view  concerning  the  na- 
ture of  bodies  is  specially  dwelt  on.  Their  activities  are  defined  and 
explained,  and  the  nature  of  miracles  is  examined  and  their  possibility 
established.  The  characteristics  of  plant  and  animal  life  are  investi- 
gated.   The  cosmogony  of  Haeckel  is  in  part  examined  and  criticised. 

Theodicy — The  existence  of  God;  His  attributes;  His  action 
upon  the  world.  The  various  phases  of  Modern  Pantheism  are  anal- 
lyzed  in  detail.      (5  hours  a  week). 


Psychology — Under  this  head  Rational  Psychology  is  mainly 
dealt  with.  The  experimental  methods  of  investigation,  however, 
are  not  overlooked.  The  helps  that  Philosophy  have  received  from 
Experimental  Psychology  are  pointed  out.     The  facts  brought  ta 
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light  by  the  latter  science  are  discussed,  and  the  materialistic  inter- 
pretation of  them  disproved  and  rejected. 

Ethics — Special  importance  is  attached  to  the  discussion  of 
practical  problems.    Socialism  in  particular  is  taken  up  in  detail. 

Outlines  of  the  History  of  Philosophy.     (5  hours  a  week).

Tri-weekly  lectures  on  Ethics,  Psychology  and  Metaphysics, 
the  aim  being  to  elucidate  Philosophic  truths  which  are  influential  in 
supporting  Christian  belief  and  in  shaping  character.

To  make  a  "Pass"  for  the  year  a  student  reading  for 
a  degree  must  make  not  less  than  60  per  cent  on  each  sub- 
ject and  not  less  than  40  per  cent  on  any  quarterly  exam- 
ination.
